Duluth, Minn— Freight rate reduc- 
tions that would remove a burden of 
perhaps $50,000,000 trom the should 
ers of northwestern agriculture and 
Industry make inevitable the opening 
of the St. LawrenceGreat Lakes 
waterway to the sea. Governor ‘Theo- 
dore Christianson declared here today 
in an address before the convention 
oi the Great Lakes Harbors associa 
tion. 

The Minnesota governor quoted fig- 
ures of President Hoover in estimat- 
ing that where 1,000 bushels of wheat 
can be shipped 1,000 miles by rail for 
about $175, the same cargo could be 
carried the same distance by boat 
over the Great Lakes for approxi 
mately $25.

CROP REPORT 
Edmonton Sept. 1.th Threshing is 
fairly general throughout the province 
and grain in many cases is yielding 
higher than was anticipated. Thresh- 
ing has bem resumed in most dis- 
tricts after u short period of unsett- | 
led weather which delayed operations | 


to some extent, and with continued | 


good weather will be completed some | 


what earlier than was the case last | 


year. 

From the reports received it Is es- 
timated by the Department that the 
average wheat yield for the province 
will be between eleven and twelve 
bushels per acre. This is as close as 
the estimate can be made with any 
degree of accuracy until further re 
turns are received from the thresher- 
men throughout the province. The 
above figures are borne out by the re 
turns which have already come in. 

According to an estimate arrived at 
jointly by the Department of Agricul- 
ture and the Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics, the wheat acreage in Alberta 
this year has been placed at 7,422,9 
62 acres. 

A very satisfactory feature of the 
present season's yield is the high 
quality of the majority of the wheat 
being threshed, many districts report 
ing a large percentage of No. 1 and 
No, 2. In some cases, however the 
grade has been reduced by the pres- 
ence of green kernels, but in very few 
cases is the grade below No. 3
